basinet* portion of Chicago, whiob. wa 
composed of buildings of every kind o 
material, both irfl«nm»ble «nd fire-proo 
all ot which were indiscriminately heap 
ed together in socb a manner that the bi 
ter were either fused or disintegMted. by 
the eombustion of the former, engineer! 
»rohit«et» .nd «ienti8o jouraaU strongly 
adrocate tba necessity of an immediate 
change ia the construction of building* 
streets Barj'oUie* throughout tlie country 
They point out the fallacy of planting 
Ere-proof buildings in tho midnt of crJi- 
nary wooden structures, and also^of class 
iog brick, stone or iron buildings among 
tboje which nre fire-proof, when the inte- 
rior walls, floors, windows acd roofs 
composed of highly inSjmm&blo materiel 
They condemn tbe saturation of wooc 
with resin far preserving it, and advocate 
ii* preparation with any of the reliable 
fire-proof solntiocs be/ore being used for 
building pnrpotei or interior 
fittings. 


They also it-ongly recommend the bnsi- 
nes? portion of cities to bo composed of 
artiSoial stone, brick or iron, giving the 
preference to the former as by far the 
most suitable, durable, best appearing and 
economical. 


Thera is, moreover, a plan to compel all 


thosa erecting frame structures to im- 
pregnate thi) wood with any of tie well 
known fire-proof stations, acd alsa to 
uimilarly protect all frame buildings al- 
ready in nistaoce bv on. outside coating 
of the same material. It is claimed that if 
tho wooden portion of Chicago Lad been 
thus protected no such conflagration could 
evor have taken place. The cost of pre- 
paring timber in this manner is so com- 
paratively trifl ng that it wcu'.d not be 
•|'ek even in the cheapest class 01 dwellings 
llc.9-. people have no faith in rendering; 
wood fire-proof, owing prob/ib'y to the 
numerous patent compositions which have 
proved utter failure's.

cant. 


Tho Althoff oil well, near Mill Creefei 


south of the Baffalo Bold, has been idle 
for some time. 
Oa Thursday the parties 


commenced pumping' it out, and -within 
twenty-four hours had ten barrels of oil. 
It is heavy lubricating oil, and is the most 
valuable in the market. 


The oil excitement is high at Stewart's 


Bun, five miles w,<?st of Tioncsta. The 
w?ll on tho Stewart tract has increased to 
140 barrels per day, and^operators uro ob- 
taining leases.

As a tnitf sketch of the new El Dorado 


down the "river," at Petersburg, may not 


i interesting to your readers, I shall en- 


deavor to give you some information re- 
garding it. 
The old village of Petersburg was a one> 
horse place on the Clarion river, abont 
two miles from Fjxburgh station, Alle- 
gheny Valley Rulcoad, and was never dis- 
.turbed by an oil excitement till tbe Hal- 
ing well began.to Sow, oa tbe Ashbough 
farm, Borne three weeks since. News of 
this strike spread up the "creek" and was 
soon 
followed 
by 
a 
flignt 
of op- 


erators 
from 
Titusville 
consist- 


ing 
of 
Mensrs. Watson, Oady, Hall, 


Andrews, Blake, Bayne, and 
Fertig. 


These gentlemen began to invest round the 
Huliog property, aud ia a few days the 
prices of land rose from the old conven- 
tional rates for fuming purposes to $1,000 
per aero, at which figure Messrs. Watson 
and B syne made a purchase of twelve acres 
on the Rilz farm, while Messrs. Andrews 
and Bly gave $13.500 for twelve acres ad- 
joining. Leasing then became brisk, and 
the smallest coin one heard of in the way 
of bonus w ia a $1,000. Thia state of things 
lastcd-but i short time, as a break took 
place in tbj market, and leases went down 
tu par at tho close. Tho "bulls" however 
hud another card to play in the Nsilly 
well, which was drilling abont half a mile 
ahead of tho Huang's,which they claimed 
would -bring leases up to the opening 
price, but they were doomed to disappoint- 
ment, aa when this well was completed 
last Friday it produced but twenty bar- 
rels. 
However, with the Huling doing 


75 and the Neilly 20 this territory prom- 
ises to bo the moat reliable in 
the 


country, as the sand rock ia of a fine 
quality in both wells. 
Some fears were 


entertained after the striking of the Hul- 
ing tbat it might affect tho price of oil 
by opening up a large field,'but these 
thoughts werj soon dispelled after tbe 
NeiKy well commenced pumping. 


Petersburg is reached by stages from 


tbo railway, and is being rapidly built up, 
the new buildings consisting of hotels, 
stables, stores, machine shops and board- 
ing houses. 


Mr. Wing in selling lots as high aa one 


thousand dollars from his recent pur- 
chase, while Mr. G. J. Sherman, of Titus- 
ville, is atar-.ing a bank in Mr. Vincel's 
house. Wo understand his "greenback 
trap" is on its way from Herring's. 


The Balliot House is headquarters, and 


it takes one to bravo a thousand shocks to 
got through its densely crowded rooms. 
Three "fusil arti-jts" preside at tho bar 
from oarly morning till lute at night. 
Mr. B'llliot does all ho possibly oan to ac- 
commodate bis patrons, but notwithstand- 
ing this !M>, wo noticed ten noblemen 
ocurtiug Morpheus ou the cocoa cnt mat- 
ting around tho offioe stove at four in,tie 
morning. 


Tho now city of Antwerp is just started 


on the b.inks of Aohtough Run. This city 
is a continuance of Petersburg. Tho first 
lots wero sold at auction, ranging from 
$200 to $200 per lot. The city is in rath- 
er a crude condition, niry a board having 
bson erected at this writing, but prepara- 
tions ere being made to outrival her sister 
city of Petersburg. Active operations are 
commenced on tho uudcr-meutionod leases, 
but as ninety days must elapse before they 
can get their first well down (the depth of 
drilling being over 1,000 feet), matters 
must remain ia statue quo till that time.
